This morning came Advice, that his Majefty’s Ships 
the Dover and Torrington men of War, with feven 
Tranfports trom Gibraltar, having Troops on board for 
Cape Breton, are arrived ar Hampton in Virginia, after a 
Paifige of near twelve Weeks. 

Some of the Store-fhips which failed from Portfmouth 
under Convoy of his Majetty’s Ship the Kinfale, for Cape 
Breton, are put into Botton in New-England, much 
fhatter’d; feveral of the f:me Convoy are mifiing and 
fear’d to be lott. 

From the London Evening Poft, March 20. 

Copenbagen, March 14. M. de Holitein, the King’s 
Plenipotentiary at Petersburg, has inform’d his Majeity, 
that he has renew’d, on feveral Occations, his Inftances 
to the Raffian Miniftry, in order to forward the Acom- 
modation propofed with the Grand Duke concerning the 
Dutchy of Slefwick, but that the Negotiation continued 
to mect with feveral Obftacles, and it was difficult to fee 
how that Affair would end. Advices from Petersburg

It having been 
thought neceilary, however, to put ourfelves in fuch a Si- 
tuation as not to be furprized by the Event, the King has 
order’d au Augmentation to be made in his Marine, aud 
to take fuch Meafures, that we may have14 Men of 
War aud Fiigatesby May next, ready to fail on’ the firtt 
Notice. 

M. Titley, Envoy Extraordinary from his Britannick 
Majefty, has received Letters from Gottenbourg, in 
which he is informed of a very extraordinary Circum- 
ttance, viz. That the Swedith Officers, engaged in the 
Service of France, had been in a high Difp.te with the 
Matters of. the Veflels which were to carry them, be- 
caufe they would have obliged them to fail for Scotland, 
which the Mafters abfolutely refufed. T's alfo figni- 
fied to M. Titley, that the Detign of thefe Officers was 
to land in the Frith of Murray, upon the Northern Coatt 
ot Scotlend, in order to be ready to join the Highland- 
ers. Thefe Advices feem’d fo important to that Mini- 
fter, that he immediately difpatched a Courier with it to 
his Court.
